TIME-LIFE PUBLISHER 


While OPC member Clare Boothe Luce, 
U.S. Ambassador to Italy, returned to 
the United States this week for a medic- 
al examination and rest, her husband, 
Time-Life publisher completed a five 
country Middle East tour in time to re- 
turn to Rome to greet visiting ex-pres- 
ident Harry S. Truman in the Italian ca- 
pital. 

Luce’s Middle Eastern tour was des- 
cribed by Time’s inter-office publication 
as follows: 

Back at his Rome office this week, 
Editor-in-Chief Henry R. Luce had behind 
him a fact-finding, opinion- gathering tour 
during which he interviewed top govern- 
ment leaders in five countries—Lebanon, 
Jordan, Egypt, Greece and England. Some 
highlights of the trip: 


Arriving in Beirut April 17, Luce 
talked with Lebanon’s President Camil- 
le Chamoun, Premier Abdullah Yafi, 
Foreign Minister Salim Lahoud. The next 
day, traveling by plane and car, he visit- 
ed an Arab refugee camp in Jordan, went 
sightseeing in Jerusalem, then lunched 
with UN Secretary General Dag Ham- 
marskjold and UN Truce Team Chief 
General E.L.M. Burns (Hammarskjold,a 
poetry lover and an admirer of Ezra 
Pound’s works, surprised Luce witha 
word of thanks for the recent LIFE edi-

(Beirut Correspondent John Mecklin 
estimated the total at 40 cups) while a 
parade of local businessmen aired pet 
gripes—mostly against Israel.

TOURS MIDDLE EAST 
Back in Italy April 20 to May 2, 
Luce was able to make a fast tour of in- 
dustrial centers before heading eastward 
again. In Cairo May 3 to 7 Luce was 
guest of honor at an “‘Iftar’’ (first meal 
of the day for Moslems, who fast until 
sunset during the month of Ramadan), 
given by American Ambassador Henry 
Byroade in a tent on the edge of the 
desert. During the Cairo stay Luce also 
talked with British Ambassador Sir Hum- 
phrey Trevelyan, Algerian rebel leaders 
(many of whdm have French prices on 
their heads) and Egyptian Premier Gamal 
Abdel Nasser. Correspondent Mecklin 
reaped 20 pages of notes from the three- 
hour Nasser interview. On his last day 
in Egypt, the editor-in-chief visited re- 
fugee camps in Gaza, drove within 200 
yards of the Israeli border. Only casual- 
ty on the tense frontier: Luce’s hat, lost 
somewhere in the Gaza Strip, found and 
returned to Mecklin a few days later.
